speSiLg in the number of pigs sav- 
ed \tras less than one per cent for 
the entire United States, and less 
tinn six per cent for the corn belt

Commission Must Act On 


Railroad Earnings 


»f«HE unprecedented prosperity of the 
1 
railroads, as revealed by reports be- 


ing- filed with the Interstate Commerce 
commission, has added to the multitu- 
dinous troubles of that body. 


They are confronted, some of them 


are saying, with the necessity of direct- 
lag a substantial reduction in freight 
rates, particularly on agricultural prod- 
ucts, or restating what they consider a 
fair return for the carriers. 


Kepdrts of May earnings filed by east- 


ern carriers show a net profit of 7.72 per 
cent, nearly 2 per cent more than the 
commission regarded as a fair return in 
Its general rate revision of last July. 


Southern carriers earned 6.75 per cent, 


one per cent more than, the 5.75 rate, 
and the western carriers earned 4.43 
per cent, 1.32 per cent Jess than the com- 
mission's "fair return". 


Equally satisfactory profits were made 


In April by the two first-named groups, 
with the western roads lagging behind. 


The transportation act of 1920 im- 


posed upon the commission responsibil- 
ity for determining what is a "fair re- 


° turn", and then directs that it establish 


rates that wiil yield this return "as near- 
ly as may be",. 


If the railroads continue-to earn prof- 


its in excess of the figure already estab- 
lished by the commission,-it will be un- 
der legal compulsion to do one of the 
two things—reduce rates or increase the 
return that the roads may lawfully i 
make. 


It is known here that at least a mi- 


nority of the commission has been advo- 
cating freight reductions, at least for 
the eastern and southern carrier groups. 
This, they argue, would stimulate traf- 
fic that would benefit the. western car- 


" riers and doubtless enable them also to 


make the "fair return". 


It is accepted in commission circles as 


unquestioned that -the unhappy condi- 
tion of the farmers of the west is solely 
to blame for the relatively and actually 
poorer showing of the roads in that sec-, 
tion. The farmers themselves have been 
attributing their unsatisfactory econom- 
ic situation to what they have declared 
to be excessive rates. 


Therefore, say members of the com- 


mission, a reduction of freight rates in 
east and south territory might serve the 
double and desirable purpose of helping 
both western carriers and western farm- 
ers. 


Aside from that consideration and 


more important in the view of those 
charged with the making of transporta- 
tion rates is the mandate of congress re- 
quiring them to regulate charges that 
will as "nearly as maybe" yield what the 
commission considers a fair return. The 
commission has twice spoken on this 
matter, first, when it fixed the fair rate 
at 6 per cent and then reduced it to 5.75 
per cent.' 


It would be embarrassing now were 


the commission to undertake to say that 
a fair return is larger than its former 
estimate simply because the traffic is 
yielding greater returns. 


Endless protests have been pouring in 


from western farmers and shippers that 
freight rates are too high and insisting 
that they be lowered. It has been di- 
rected to the attention of the commis- 
sion that its duty in the premises is man- 
datory and that it must, as a matter of 
routine, compel the carriers to diminish

Sol Levitan At Meeting At Duluth Out-

"My word to th-e Jews in this country is 


that theirs -must bo an Americanism truer and 
bettar than that o£ any other Americans. Only 
in- this way can we hold the respect and honor 
of our fellow citizens." 


Such was the statement made by Solomon 


Levitan, state treasurer of Wisconsin. 
Mr. 


Levitan, who is one of the distinguished dele- 
gates to the 55th annual convention of the 
B'nai B'rith meetir.g in Dulut-h, July 1 to 4, 
arrived'her: yesterday from Madison, Wis. He 
v.-as accorded last year the highest honor in 
the BTnai B'rith when the degree of past pres- 
ident was conferred upon hi-m at the conven- 
tion in Omaha, Npb. This degree is held: by 
only five other men in the country. 


"The Jews in this country have nothing to 


fear for the future." continued Mr. Levitan. 
"All the poison of racial antagonism, fostered 
and brought to this country by the influence 
of the Rus-sian monarchists, will have.no effect 
here. Our Jewish people are demonstrating a 
thorough-going American citizenship, and the 
American people are too intelligent to be sway- 
ed by European prejudices. Our Jewish people 
are proving their Americanism and it is by 
that that they are bein-g judged. 


"But it is only by maintaining an Ameri- 


canism better than that of their ncig-h'oors that 
our people can lift themselves above criticism. 
And this achievement is one of the prime pur- 
pases of the E'n-a: B'rith which is 'holding its 
convention here now. 


"This order was organized to instill Ameri- 


can ideals in the Jewish people who com-e here 
from other lar.di!.

While the feel- 
ing of this country is a lon-g way from being 
gympath-etic to Russia, there are signs of a 
steady breaking down of anti-Soviet prejudice. 
Thi-s change of attitude is clearly reflected in 
the press, which nowadays finds it expedient 
to give prominent space to pro-Soviet state- 
ments, The New York Times, for instance, re- 
cently published a cabled interview with Irving 
T. Bv.jh, of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, which, i£ it had appeared a few months 
ego, would assuredly have led to the exclusion 
of that journal from the library of Clark uni- 
versity. This American business man, not hith- 
erto classed among the "Reds," expresses him- 
self as convinced of the stability of the Soviet 
Government, and asserts that not one Ameri- 
can in ten thousand has any idea of the order 
and generally good conditions prevailing 
in 


Moscow. The Russian leaders, with Whom -he 
was able to talk "quite frankly and without 
mincing words," struck him as "intelligent, 
courageous and sincere in their desire, to bet- 
ter the Russian people."

Ho . Deaths Occurred In Wisconsin From 


Disease, Insurance Figures Show. 


A New Senator 


Washington Waits For Coming Of M. M. 


Neeley From West Virginia. 


Control of typhoid fever has readied such a 


stage in the United States that in 1922 
the 


death rate for this disease was the lowest, ever 
recorded, according to the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company. The figures have reached 
the offices of the American Child Health asso- 
ciation.

The typhoid death rate in 1922 was 5.6 per 


100,000 among the millions of Metropolitan in- 
dustrial policyholde'rs, 
who comprise 
about 


one-seventh, of the total population" of the 
United States and Canada. The report goes on: 


"There is every indication that a similarly, 


favorable condition occurred 
in. the general 


population of these two countries. In fact, a. 
study recently made by the.American Medical 
association shows that to have -been the case 
in the population of the larger cities- of the 
United States, the typhoid fever rate of 1922, 
was a'mong the policy-holders, one-sixth lower 
than that for 1921, and' was less than orre- 
fourth. as high as in 1911. Had the rate of 1911 
(22.8 per 100,000) prevailed in 
1922, 
.there 


woiaH have been 3,161 deaths instead of the 
779 that actually occurred. 


"The'most favorable death rates,, from ty- 


phoid fever prevailed in the Nerw England, 
middle Atlantic and in the east north central 
states. Not one death from this disease oc- 
curred among, policyholders in Vermont and 
only three occurred a'mong the -large numbc* 
of policyholders' in the District of Columbia. 


Rhode Island, 'Massachusetts, New 
York, 


New Jersey, Delaware, all showed favorable 
conditions. Excellent rates are found also in 
some of the western states, notably Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota, where no deaths were re- 
corded, -and Michigan, Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, 
Montana, Utah and the three Pacific Coast 
states.
